“While it is true that we had one 
man in Washington, E. N. Baty, to 
fight this bill, those who favored it 
had seven lobbyists who were paid to 
spread propaganda. The charge that 
Wwe spent $100,000 is absolutely false. 
We never have paid anything except 
the expensés for Mr. Baty. The Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association, on the other 
hand, has spent a great deal.” 

“Should the fight now come to the 
assembly, as we expect,’’ Mr. Rathje 
said, “we will wage an even more in- 
tensive fight.

Following a special meeting of the 
city council yesterday, Mayor Raleigh 
P. Hale announced that 11,000 ballots, 
carrying five proposed new names, will 
be distributed among all classes above 
the fifth grade in the public and pa- 
rochial schools this morning. This 
will give the students four days in 
which to discuss the names among 
themselves and at home with their 
parents. | 

The Suggested Names. 

Each of the five names, selected by 
the council from a list of more than 
250, has its special significance, Mayor 
Hale said. Calumet City, the first 
name on the ballot, signifies the heart 
of the Calumet district. Lake City, 
the second name, signifies one of the 
most important cities in Lake county, 
Indiana. 

Indiana City, the third suggestion, 
refers to the state. Tod, the fourth 
name and the one favored by many 
members of the city council, ‘does 
honor to one of East Chicago’s pio- 
neer settlers in 1887, Robert E. Tod, 
president of the old East Chicago Land 
company, who donated sites for vari- 
ous parks and schools. Fd

“There. were about 500 of them v- 
ing in the village where we 
our first outpost,” he said. o They 
averaged about four feet in height and 
were quite friendly. The tallest of the 
men were a little more than four feet. 
Our plane, a large Yackey transport 
seaplane, caused them great fear and 
they refused to come near it during 
our stay. None of them wore any 
clothing. It was plain they had never 
set eyes on a white man before. 

“We collected a large quantity of 


_jtools, equipment, clothing, and uten- 


sils of these primitive people, 

“Our food for the most part was 
made,up of kangaroo and wild boar. 
These are the only large wild animals 


‘}to be found. Giant catfish were the 
only species available for food, but 


there were birds and more birds of 
every imaginable variety and many 


'that we could not classify.” 


The expedition left Chicago in Oc 
tober, 1925, Peck and his companions 
flying to San Francisco, where they 
picked up Prof. Stirling. 5
